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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA 

Laboratory  facilities:  Additional  facilities  to  supplement 
those  already  available  have  been  provided  by  the  establishment 
of  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratories  under  the  direction 
of  ♦he  Medical  Research  Council. 

Ambulance  facilities  : Nursing  in  the  home  : Treat- 
ment Centres  and  Clinics  : Hospitals — Public  and  Voluntary. 
Registered  Nursing  Homes.  These  all  remain  unchanged. 

Two  war  emergency  maternity  hospitals  are  provided  in 
the  district. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  : Except  in  those  parishes  within  the  Southend 
Waterworks  Company’s  statutory  area  and  in  Broomfield  where 
there  is  a local  supply,  water  continues  to  be  obtained  in  bulk 
from  the  South  Essex  Waterworks  Company. 

During  the  year  192  additional  premises  w'ere  connected  to 
the  mains  and  64  houses  supplied  by  standpipe. 

Samples  taken  from  the  Broomfield  Waterworks  are  reported 
upon  as  a “ wholesome  water,  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  public 
supply.” 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  change  since  previous  report. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

No  great  changes  have  been  made  to  those  shown  in  previous 
reports. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  salvage,  it  was  necessary  to  resort 
to  a fortnightly  collection  of  ordinary  household  refuse  instead 
of  a weekly  one,  the  intervening  periods  being  occupied  in  the 
collection  of  salvage.  During 'August  a fire  occurred  at  the  Salvage 
Depot,  probably  by  spontaneous  combustion  in  the  large  paper 
stocks  therein.  The  damage  was  quickly  reparied  and  normal 
work  was  soon  resumed. 

Considerable  time  is  necessarily  spent  in  supervising  the  work 
of  salvage  collection  and  disposal. 
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The  Salvage  scheme  is  more  than  self-supporting  inasmuch 
that  a substantial  profit  has  consistently  been  shown  since  its 
inception.

It  is  impossible  to  give  any  accurate  picture  as  to  overcrowding 
based  on  the  Housing  Act  standard.  War  conditions  have  resulted 
in  relatives  and  friends  taking  up  temporary  residence  with  families 
normally  resident  in  the  district  and  other  persons  have  secured 
the  tenancy  of  vacant  houses  and  two  or  more  families  are  living 
together.  At  the  same  time  no  gross  overcrowding  has  been 
found. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Milk  Supply. 

There  are  224  registered  cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the  district 
in  which  milk  is  pioduced  for  sale,  large  proportion  of  which 
are  licensed  for  the  production  of  Designated  Milks  by  the  Essex 
County  Council.  In  addition  there  are  22  dairies  used  by  persons 
w'ho  retail  milk  purchased  from  other  producers,  and  19  persons 
w'ho  are  registered  to  retail  milk  within  the  district,  wdth  premises 
outside  the  district.  These  premises  have  been  regularly  inspected 
and  details  of  w'orks  w^hich  have  been  carried  out  as  a result  of 
requests  from  your  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department,  in  order 
to  improve  the  premises,  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  10. 

14  licences  were  granted  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Orders  1936  and  1938.  These  were  renewals  of  licences  previously 
granted  to  the  holders. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

All  animals  are  at  present  slaughtered  in  slaughterhouses 
outside  the  district.  Meat  exposed  for  sale  or  deposited  for  manu- 
facture in  premises  within  the  district  is  regularly  inspected. 

Quantities  of  poultry  and  rabbits  exposed  for  sale  in  shops 
have  also  been  inspected.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

There  was  no  major  outbreak  of  notifiable  infectious  disease 
during  the  year.  The  23  cases  of  Dysentej-y  occurred  in  a mental 
hospital. 

Of  the  three  cases  of  Diphtheria,  2 were  adults  in  a mental 
hospital  and  the  third  case  a child  who  had  not  been  immunised. 

The  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria  was  continued 
during  the  year.  The  prophylactic  used  throughout  was  A.P.T. 

The  percentage  of  children  immunised  at  the  end  of  1942  was: —

The  immunisation  is  continuing  and  it  is  hoped  that  parents 
will  take  full  advantage  of  the  facilities  provided  for  protecting 
their  children  against  such  a serious  disease  as  Diphtheria. 

Much  assistance  in  connection  with  Diphtheria  immunisation 
was  given  by  the  Health  visitors  and  teachers. 

Scabies.  Arrangements  were  made  to  get  patients  treated 
at  St.  John’s  Hospital,  Chelmsford.  During  the  year  36  cases 
were  treated.
